I f T h is Governm ent’s Plan Looking to 


Mediation Is Not Accepted Before 


Noon T o m o rro w President W ilso n 


W ill Hand Down to C ongress a Full 


and Final Report on the Details of 


the Mexican Situation. 


Washin gton . Au g. 25.—As v iewed 
by Un ited States officials, the Mex ican 
situ ation is n earin g a crisis. They be­ 
liev e that u n less Presiden t Hu erta ac­ 
cepts the American mediation propo­ 
sals In v olv in g his retiremen t from of­ 
fice within the n ex t twen ty -fou r hou rs, 
the n egotiation s to all practical effects 
will be termin ated. 
A high officer of 
the departmen t pu t it this way : 
“Prov ision al Presiden t Hu erta has 
u n til tomorrow' to accept ou r plan .” 
Un less Hu erta does giv e in to the 
American deman ds before Presiden t 
Wilson begin s his address to con gress 
a t n oon tomorrow, there is n ow little 
belief amon g officials that he will y ield 
a t all or that the presen t rev olu tion in 
the sou thern repu blic will be settled 
peaceably throu gh the good offices of 
the Un ited States. 
Shou ld Hu erta main tain u n til tomor­ 
row' n oon his policy of flatly deman d­ 
in g recogn ition by the Un ited States 
an d flatly refu sin g su ggestion s n ot 
predicated u pon this. Presiden t Wilson 
will giv e to the join t session of the 
hou se an d the sen ate all the In forma­ 
tion on the situ ation an d his own v iews 
as to the du ties which dev olv e u pon 
the Un ited States. 
Presiden t Wilson has completed an d 
-discu ssed with Secretary of State Bry ­ 
an the first draft of this address. On e 
statem en t con tain ed in the address 
will be the flat an d fin al an n ou n cemen t 
that the Un ited States will n ot u n der 
an y circu mstan ces recogn ize the Hu ­ 
e rta gov ern men t. 
The presiden t is firmly resolv ed on 
this mu ch of his policy for dealin g 
with Mex ico in the ev en t that the me­ 
diation plan is n ot accepted. This an ­ 
n ou n cemen t will be the basis of what- 
-ev er policy is ev olv ed for the Un ited 
States after Tu esday . 
There is little dou bt of the reception 
tha t this an n ou n cemen t wou ld receiv e 
a t the han ds of con gress. Members of 
both hou ses are con v in ced of the wis­ 
dom of refu sin g to recogn ize Mex ico 
u n til the con dition s there are greatly 
Improv ed an d a presiden t has been 
chosen by a con stitu tion al election . 
W ith on ly a few dissen tin g v oices the 
presiden t cou ld cou n t u pon the solid 
su pport of con gress for this part of 
the ten tativ e program which he may 
disclose to the members of the legis­ 
lativ e bran ch tomorrow. 
It is the presiden t’s in ten tion n ow 
to hold a con feren ce at the White 
Hou se this ev en in g with the sen ate 
an d hou se committee on foreign af­ 
fairs. 
At this con feren ce his address 
will he discu ssed in detail an d su gges­ 
tion s from -members of the committee 
a s to the proper policy to be adopted 
will be con sidered. 
Arran gemen ts for 
the con feren ce hav e n ot been com­ 
pleted, howev er, an d it is possible that 
the presiden t may fin ally decide to let 
the members of the committees, lik e 
their colleagu es in con gress, hear of 
his plan s for the first time when he 
addresses them on Tu esday . 
Official 
Washin gton 
is somewhat 
an x iou s as a resu lt of the realization 
that a climax at last has come to the 
impressiv e strin g of ev en ts that hav e 
followed the su mmon in g of Ambassa­ 
dor Hen ry Lan e Wilson from Mex ico 
City . 
Mu ch of the hope that Hu erta 
wou ld giv e in in time to forestall the 
deliv ery of fche presiden t’s address to 
con gress was demolished today by the 
failu re of the Mex ican presiden t to 
tak e an y step in dicativ e of a y ieldin g 
attitu de. Still there wou ld be n o great 
su rprise shou ld n ews be receiv ed here 
from En v oy Lin d at the last hou r that 
he l*ad been n otified of ttie acceptan se 
of the proposal w’hich he bore to Mex ­ 
ico City . 
These officials m ain tain the belief 
tha t H u erta can n ot hope to con tin u e 
lon g in power at the Mex ican capital 
u n less he can procu re a su pply of 
mon ey . 
They rely mu ch u pon the

Dean W orcester's report is all the 
more in terestin g becau se the war de­ 
partm en t reported to the sen ate that 
it had n o in formation con cern in g slav ­ 
ery in the islan ds.

W orcester say s he made a report on 
slav ery to the bu reau of in su lar affairs 
in 19 10 an d an other in 19 12. 
Defin in g peon age as the con dition of 
a debtor held by his creditor in a form 
of in v olu n tary serv itu de an d slav ery 
as a con dition in which a hu man bein g 
is held as a chattel, fed an d clothed

ELECTRIC MOSQUITO TRAP. 


Atla ntic County, N. J ., M a y Test Effi­ 
ciency of M u s i c a l V i b r a t i o ns . 
The Atlantic county mosquito com­ 
mission of New Jersey , which has re­ 
ceived a $26,000 appropriation to 
rid 
the county of mosquitoes, may try to 
lure the pests to death by musical vi­ 
brations generated by electricity . 
According to information which th* 
commission has received. Dr. L. O. 
Howard-of the federal department of 
agriculture, has discovered that the 
hum of the mosquito, commonly at­ 
tributed to the vibration of its wings, 
is really caused by air ex pelled during 
the process of respiration. 
Dr. How­ 
ard learned 
that this hum could be 
imitated by electrical vibrations, to­ 
ward which mosquitoes precipitated 
themselves as if drawn by a powerful 
magnet. 
By placing large strips of 
sticky fly paper back of the vibrating 
wires he perfected a deadly ex termi­ 
nator. 
Dr. Howard is noted in the depart­ 
ment of agriculture as an entomolo­ 
gist and has invented several solutions 
of mosquito problems.

Reilly was found by the police ly ing 
wounded on the sidewalk about 100 
feet from his home in East Washing­ 
ton and was taken at once to the hos­ 
pital. 
Before he was put on the oper­ 
ating table he told the police that the 
shot had been fired by Schultz. 
As the police approached the wound­ 
ed man ly ing on the sidewalk, they no­ 
ticed a slender man make off through 
the gloom. 
One of the officers gav e 
chase and the man emptied his rev ol­ 
v er in the policeman’s direction. The 
man is known to hav e been Schultz. 
The reasons for the shooting are 
shrouded in my stery . 
Schu ltz’s ho me is at Ro lling Prairie, 
Lap o rte co u nty , Ind. 
He is thirty 
y ears old and was p riv ate secretary to 
Oscar King Dav is, manager o f Pro ­ 
gressiv e headq u arters. 
Schu ltz, the 
ev idence seems to indicate, retu rned 
fro m the far west fo r the ex p ress p u r­ 
p o se o f killing Reilly . He way laid his 
y o u ng friend while the latter was re­ 
tu rning fro m Geo rgeto wp , where he 
had called on a girl, and while shaking 
hands with o ne hand sho t him down 
with the o ther.

There remains no do u bt as to the 
legal co u rse that Thaw is go ing to fo l­ 
low.
